Socialism based on false theories 
and its adoption in America would 
bring ruin to the nation, according to 
Jam es E. Watson, who delivered an 
address on “The Fallacies of Social­ 
ism” last evening at the “ smoker” 
given by the members of the Board 
of Trade in the banquet hall of the 
Board o f Trade Building, says the 
Indianapolis Star. 


Mr. W atson traced the history of 
Socialism in Europe and 
America, 
and he declared th at the leaders of 
the movement have not advanced an 
idea th at would stand the test 
of 
practical experience. 


“ Socialism has been an utter fail­ 
ure wherever and whenever it lias 
been tried,’’ said Mr. W atson. 
“ Its 
doctrines are in direct opposition to 
the theories upon which our govern­ 
ment is based and its adoption in 
America would mean the utter ruin 
of our land. 
Socialism turns man 
upside down and it would 
do the 
same thing to the nation or to the 
world. 


“ The United States government is 
founded on the theory that all men 
are created equal and that they are 
endowed by their C reator with cer­ 
tain inalienable rights. 
The rights 
arc life, liberty and 
rights. 
The 
rights are life,liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness, and it is an undeni­ 
able fact that Socialism would take 
away these 
privileges 
that 
were 
granted us by the founders of our 
country and that are ours by the will 
of God. 
The equality of man means 
the fatherhood 
of God 
and 
the 
brotherhood (xf man. 
Equality is of 
a spiritual nature and the fundam en­ 
tal principles 
of 
Socialism 
would 
change this plan and place equality 
on a material basis of dollars and 
centis. 


“ The Socialist decries the million­ 
aire, but he is willing to take the 
wealth of the rich man and use it as 
alms in laying the cornerstone of his 
creed.” 
Mr. W atson flayed Socialism for 
its stand against religion. 
He a s ­ 
serted th at the Christian religion is 
the backbone of civilization and he 
declared that the wane of Christian­ 
ity would mean the 
decadence of 
civilization. 
"Socialism 
is above 
everything 
else unChristian-like and Christian­ 
ity would have to go before the doc­ 
trines of Socialism could he put into 
practice” he said. 
“ Socialism 
in­ 
flames rather than soothes and it is 
fundam entally selfish as compared 
to the charity of Christianity. 
So­ 
cialism means he absolute 
rule of 
the m ajority and it would make this 
rule as firm as was th at of the tyrant 
rulers of former days. 
“The constitution of 
the 
United 
States puts certain limitations on 
the rule of the m ajority and to re­ 
move these restrictions would mean 
that the United States would become 
liable to the ills of strife-torn Mexi­ 
co. 
1 am opposed to the 
initiative, 
the referendum and the recall 
of 
judges and of judicial decisions. 
I 
believe that the theory is dangerous | 
because it might he used as a wedge t 
to assist in ushering in a reign of 
Socialism.” 
Mr. Watson was presented by Dr. 
James H. Taylor, who presided as

M ayor Bebout also has issued a 
warning to Rushville citizens, who

drunk; also to those who bring their 
“ booze” home from Connersville and 
become intoxicated 
after 
reaching 
this city. 
According to M ayor Be­ 
bout, he will be especially rough on 
this particular class.

brought out that one of the defend­ 
ants stated he obtained his election 
day supply of liquor in Connersville. 
M ayor Bebout stated*that he did not 
believe him but would give him the 
benefit of the doubt and that here­ 
a fte r the old Connersville alibi w ould1 
be of no avail in police court, but 
would serve to inflict heavier punish­ 
ment. 
Drunks will find no easy sailing in 
police court from now on, according 
to the 
officials. 
Second 
offenders 
will draw the limit. 
Mayor Bebout 
stated that he believed in the past he 
probably has been too easy on a cer­ 
tain class of drunks, but this has all 
passed now and heavy penalties can 
be expected for old timers. 
Steps may also be taken whereby 
the city prisoners will be put to work 
on the streets.

Explained by Expert, John A. Lapp 
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AH Fools Day Jokes 


Where is the April fool jokef 
Where is the wool doughnut, so 
fried and browned in fat a> to de­ 
ceive even Foxy Grandpa? 
Where is 
the empty purse nailed to the side­ 
walk? 
Where is the 
April Fool placard, 
attached to the back of the sedate 
and 
conservative 
citizen, as 
lie 
marches down to the office stepping 
high and with his chin in the air? 
April Fool's day like St. Valentine 
and other traditional customs, seems 
largely to have fallen into the hands 
of the children. 
Annually you may 
still hear Tommy asking Johnny if 
he sees the bird up iu the tree, or if 
he is going to the circus this after­ 
noon. 
But among 
the grown-ups, 
how 
long is it since the wife has set out to 
fool the husband and the custom of 
the Fathers. 
Are some of us grow­ 
ing old ? 
Still we have faith to believe that

Labor Legislation 
The two most important acts a f­ 
fecting labor passed at the session 
of the General Assembly just closed 
were the Workmen's Compensation 
Act and the law providing for media­ 
tion and arbitration 
in 
industrial 
disputes. 
Each of these laws 
has 
been described in recent articles for 
the United Press. 
The former provides for the pay­ 
ment of damages caused by indus­ 
trial accidents on a fixed scale with­ 
out the necessity 
of going to law. 
This act takes effect September 1st 
and thereafter it may he expected 
that damages for personal injuries 
will be s e t t l e d between the employ­ 
ers and the employees without aid 
of the Industrial Board of Indiana 
without the cost and the bitter feel­ 
ing engendered by a suit at law. 
The Arbitration Act provides for 
the creation of machinery to settle 
disputes involving more than fifty 
men. 
When any such dispute arises 
either the employer, 
or 
employees 
may appeal to the governor and the 


governor upon such appeal or upon 
his own motion, if the public interest 
is involved, may create a Board of 
Mediation whose duty it is either to 
get the parties to agree or to submit 
to avbitratiion or if these fail, then 
to investigate the cause of the diffi­ 
culty. 
It is not compulsory arbitra­ 
tion but it provides for getting at the 
facts of the 
ease 
impartially 
and 
bringing about mediation and arbi­ 
tration. 
Another fact which 
labor 
men 
have urged for some time is that of* 
requiring service letters to 
be given 
when an employee is discharged or 
quits work. A law to the same effect 
was passed in 1911 but it 
applied 
only to railroads and for that rea­ 
son had been declared unconstitu­ 
tional in some of the circuit courts. 
The new law makes it necessary for 
any employer to give a letter show­ 
ing the cause of discharge or of 
quitting service whenever 
the 
em­ 
ployee demands it, but this does not 
apply to the employer unless he re­ 


q u i r e s service letters showing quali­ 
fications or experience when he en­ 
gages employees. 
This same law further 
provides 
that an employment must pay a dis­ 
charged employee 
within 
seventy- 
two hours.

Rushville will not only be a "dry" 


city in mime, but in fact, as Mayor 
Bebout is liclcrmincd to have the 
law enforced. 


The majority of the 
people 
by 


their vote have shown that they fa- 
vor a "dry" city, said Mayor Bebout 
today, "and 1 will do everything in 
my power to see that their wishes 
are earned out. My position on this 
question of law enforcement has not 
changed in !he least as I have al- 
ways stood ready to assist in the 
prosecution of any law violations, 
especially liquor law violations." 


Mayor Bebout also has issued a 


warning to Kushville citizens, who 
insist on going 10 (\umersvitle lor 
their 
"bou7.e" and coming home 


drunk; also to those who bring their 
"booze" home from Conuc-rsviile and 
become intoxicated after 
reaching 


this city. According to Mayor Be- 
bout. he will be especially rough on 
this particular class. 


At a trial last night it 
was 


brought oul that one of the defend- 
ants stated he obtained his election 
day supply of liquor in Connersville. 
Mayor Bebout stated-that he did not 
believe him but would give him the 
benefit of the doubt and that here- 
after the old Conuersville alibi would 
be of no avail in police court, but 
would serve to inflict heavier punish- 
ment. 


Drunks will find no easy sailing in 


police court from now on, according 
to tho 
officials. 
Second 
offenders 


will draw the limit. Mayor Bebout 
stated that he believed in the past he 
probably has been too easy on a cer- 
tain class of drunks, but this has all 
passed now and heavy penalties can 
be expected for old timers. 


Steps may also be taken whereby 


the city prisoners will ba put to work 
on the streets. This plan is success- 
fully worked in Shclbyville and sev- 
eral other surrounding' cities and the 
matter will likely be brought to the 
attention of the city council. 


It is pointed out that a certain 


class of men have small regard 
for 


the law and where they know that a 
few days in jail will end the mat- 
ter. With these men having to work 
out their fines on the streets, it is be- 
lieved they will think twice before 
becoming intoxicated.

lenry any rent and the suit was filed 
last August. 


The finding in the suit means that

the property and that 
if Hiokhart 


continues to operate his mill he will 
become a. renter from Charles 
L.

Rushville Man Upholds Constitution 


in Speech Before Indianapolis 


Board of Trade 


CREED WOULD RUIN COUNTRY 


Flayed it for its Stand Against 


Christianity Which is Backbone 


of Civilization 


Socialism based on false theories 


and its adoption in America would 
bring ruin to the nation, according to 
James E. Watson, who delivered an 
address on "The Fallacies of Social- 
ism" last evening at tho "smoker" 
given by the members of the Board 
of Trade iu the banquet hall of the 
Board of Trade Building, says the 
Indianapolis Star. 


Mr. Watson traced the history of 


Socialism iu Europe and 
America, 


and he declared that the leaders of 
the movement have not advanced an 
idea that would stand the test 
of 


practical experience. 


"Socialism has been an utter fail- 


ure wherever and whenever it has 
iieen tried," said Mr. Watson. 
"Its 


doctrines are in direct opposition to 
:he theories upon which our govern- 
ment is based and its adoption in 
America would mean the utter ruin 
of our land. 
Socialism turns man 


upside down and it would 
do the 


same thing to the nation or to the 
world. 
i 


"Tho United States government is 


founded on the theory that all men 
are created equal and that they are 
endowed by their Creator with cer- 
tain inalienable rights. 
The rights 


are life, liberty and 
rights. 
The 


rights are lii'e,liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness, and it is an undeni- 
able fact that Socialism would take 
away these 
privileges 
that 
were 


granted us by the founders of our 
country and that are ours by the will 
of God. The equality of man means 
the fatherhood 
of God 
and 
the 


brotherhood of man. 
Equality is of 


a spiritual nature and the fundamen- 
tal principles of Socialism would 
change this plan and place equality 
on a material basis of dollars and 
cents. 


"The Socialist decries the million- 


aire, but he is willing to take the 
wealth of the rich mau and use it as 
alms in laying the cornerstone of his 
creed." 


Mr. Watson flayed Socialism for 


its stand against religion. He as- 
serted that the Christian religion is 
the backbone of civilization and he 
declared that the wane of Christian- 
ity would mean the 
decadence of 


civilization. 


''Socialism 
is above 
everything 


else unChristian-like and Christian- 
ity would have to go before the doc- 
trines of Socialism could be put into 
practice" he said. "Socialism 
in- 


flames rather than soothes and it is 
fundamentally selfish as compared 
to the charity of Christianity. So- 
cialism means he absolute rule of 
the majority and it would make this 
rule as firm as was that of the tyrant 
rulers of former days. 


"The constitution of "the United 


States puts certain limitations on 
the rule of the majority and to re- 
move these restrictions would mean 
that the United States would become 
liable to the ills of strife-torn Mexi- 
co. I am opposed to the 
initiative, 


the referendum and the recall 
of 


judges and of judicial decisions. I 
believe that-the theory is dangerous 
because it might be used as a wedge 
to assist in ushering in- a- reign of 
Socialism." 


Mr. Watson was presented by Dr. 


Jasies H. Taylor, who presided as 
Chairman of -the 
"smoker." The 


"smoker" was the third of a series 
of social evenings that are being held

District Attorney 
Dailey 


announ'ced at two o'clock that 
he 


would introduce no more 
rebuttal 


witnesses. 
Attorney A. 0. Stanley 


for the defense said he had several 
witnesses for rebuttal. 


A witness used by the government 


in the celebrated dynamite conspir- 
acy case was used by the govern- 
ment today in the election corruption 
conspiracy case today. 
Herman S. 


Wood, a handwriting expert, 
gave 


rebittal evidence proposed to prove 
that the. defendants, John Masselink, 
and George Ehrenhardt, signed fict- 
icious signatures to registration ap- 
plications. 
Both men previously had 


admitted that they had filled out. 
blanks on several applications, but 
denied they had signed the names. 
Wood examined the papers and tes- 
tified that the handwriting was the 
same throughout each 
application 


and that the two groups of applica- 
tions bore the writing of only two 
men. 


William Crockett, 
a 
dei'endant, 


was next attacked by the govern- 
ment. 


The defense suddenly and unex- 


pectedly ended its case 
yesterday 


afternoon at four 
o'clock. 
About 


sixty witnesses in rebuttal for the 
government are expected, according 
to the district attorney. 


The sudden end to the taking of 


testimony was due largely 
to the 


failure of attorneys for Arthur Gillis, 
oue of the defendants, to get certain 
testimony concerning Gillis, admitted 
to the record. 
A large number of 


witnesses had been subpenaed for 
Gillis to testify to certain conditions 
that existed at the polls in Precinct 
A of the Sixth Ward of Terre Haute, 
where Gillis was an election clerk re- 
presenting the 
Progressive 
party. 


These witnesses were, to testify thnt 
Gillis served on the election board 
against his better judgment at the 
request of the Progressive party or- 
ganization and that he was afraid to 
serve in that precinct because of the 
reputation the neighborhood had for 
fights and trouble at previous elec- 
tions. 


That and other testimony crvneem- 


ing Gillis' action as a clerk was ob- 
jected to by District Attorney Dailey 
as being incompetent, and irrelevent

feeling labor passed at the session 
of the General Assembly just closed 
were the Workmen's Compensation 


j Act and the law providing for media- 
tion and arbitration 
in 
industrial 


disputes. 
Kach of these laws 
has 


been described in recent articles for 
the United Press. 


The former provides for the pay- 


ment of damages caused by indus- 
trial accidents on a fixed scale with- 
out tile necessity 
of going to law. 


This act takes effect September 1st 
and Ihcreafier il may be expected 
t h a t damages for personal injuries 
will be settled between the employ- 
ers and the employees without aid 
of the Industrial Board of Indiana 
without the cost, and the bitter feel- 
ing engendered by a suit at law. 


The Arbitration Act provides for 


the creation of machinery to settle 
disputes involving more than 
fifty 


men. 
When any such dispute arises 


either the employer, 
or employees 


may appeal to the governor and Ihe

Ljovernor upon such appeal or upon 
liis own motion, if the publie interest 
is involved, may create a Board of 
Mediation whose duty it is either to 
get the parties to agree or to submit 
to arbitration or if these fail, then 
to investigate the cause of the diffi- 
culty. It is not compulsory arbitra- 
tion but it provides for getting at the 
facts of the case impartially 
and 


bringing about mediation and arbi- 
tration. 


Another fact which 
labor 
men 


have urged for some time is that of 
requiring service letters to be given 
when an employee is discharged or 
quits work. A law to the same effect 
was passed in 1911 but it 
applied 


only to railroads and for that rea- 
son hail been declared unconstitu- 
tional in some of the circuit courts. 
The new law makes it necessary for 
any employer to give a letter show- 
ing the cause of discharge or of 
<(uiUing service whenever the 
em- 


ployee demands it. but this docs not 
apply to the employer unless he re- 
quires service letters showing quali- 
fications or experience when he en- 
gages employees. 


This same law further provides 


that an employment must pay a dis- 
charged employee within 
seventy- 


two hours.
